The 300.000 cubic yards 
of sand that will be needed 
to replace the sand on the 
beach will come from the 
pumping at Rudee Inlet and 
the borrow pit on Oceana 
Boulevard, to which the city 
haspurcha^d rights. 

The overall budget for last year 
totaled $1.8 million and Melson 
expects the budg^ to be about 
the same this year. 

The budget includes the pum- 
ping at Rudee Inlet, truck hauls, 
the mineral rights at Ocrana, 
repairs to the equipment and em- 
ployee payroll. 

The 300,000 cubic yards of 
sand that will be needed to 
replace the sand on the beach will 
come from the pumping at Rudee 
Inlet and the borrow pit on 
Oceana Boulevard, to which the 
city has purchased rights. 

Under the 20-year par- 
ticipation agreement that the city 
has made with the Army Corps of 
Engineers for the restoration of 
the beach, sand recently di^ up 
was too flne to stay on the beach.

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Prioritize oceimfront parking 

The master plan for tourist development under 
Virginia Beach's capital improvement program is 
designed to prioritize the future use of water, the 
beach, Atlantic Avenue and the connector streets in 
between. 

Phase one of the master plan involves planting, 
paving, seating, lighting and graphics along 11 
blocks of the boardw£dk and four substreets, or 
connector parks, estimating a total budget for the 
boardwalk improvements at $4.1 million. 



The Resort Program Office wants to create a 
"pedestrian environment" at the oceanfront but 
should actually consider creating a parking en- 
vironment because 4>edestrians aren't pedestrians 
until they get out of their cars. 

Phase two involves similar streetscape construc- 
tion on Atlantic Avenue operating on a budget of 
-$1.95 million. 

The proposal would remove the present three- 
foot curbing and provide five-foot pavers for ben- 
ching and landscaping. 

The city presently has $7 million in funds for the 
capital improvement program and is expected by 
1992 to have a total of $12 million. 

It seems that the master plan would add to the 
oceanfront's landscaping attractiveness and 
"create a people environment," but it still leaves 
the problem of where these people are supposed to 
park while visiting the oceanfront. "^ 

Resort area parking comes later on the list of 
capital improvement programs. Number five to be 
exact. Right after improvements are made to im- 
prove the city's gateway. 

Visitors coming to Virginia Beach will be able to 
drive into the oceanfront area off Route 44 and be 
overwhelmed by the beautiful landscaping in the 
city's gateway. But the visitors won't be able to see 
the attractive $4.1 million reconstruction of the 
boardwalk because they won't be able to find a 
parking spot. 

The Resort Program Office wants to create a 
"pedestrian environment" at the oceanfront but 
should actually consider creating a parking en- 
vironment because pedestrians aren't pedestrians 
until they get out of their cars. 

The funds the city already has should be 
prioritized wisely to create a parking environment 
in Virginia Beach's oceanfront. — V.A.O. 



Preview ballots would be worthwhile 

The Virginia Beach City Council has suggested to 
send preview ballots to voters prior to an election. 

The city council will be adding the proposal to 
the city's "wish list" that will go to the General 
Assembly. The General Assembly will then have to 
give authority to use the registrar's list of registered 
voters to send the sample ballot to the 125,000 
voters before an election. 

The sample ballots would give a preview of what 
will be on the actual ballot and an explanation of 
what their vote would mean. 

A sample ballot would also get more voters to go out 
to the polls since they will be more aware of what the 
issues are and how the issues would affect them. 

The mailings would cost under $20,000 or from 
5.5 to 5.8 cents per mailing, according to Robert 
Matthias, assistant city manager/intergovernmen- 
tal affairs. 

If the General Assembly doesn't give the 
authority to use the registrar's list of registered 
voters, the ballots could still be sent to the 135,000 
households in Virginia Beach. 

The preview ballots are a worthwhile idea. It 
would allow the voters to study the ballot ahead of 
time so that they can understand the confusing 
legal language. The preview ballots would also give 
an explanation of what a 
would mean. 

Voters would then be able to be more prepared to 
cast their vote at the polls without bringing a dic- 
tionary along to find out the context of the ballot. 

A sample ballot would also get more voters to go 
to the polls since they will be more aware of what 
the issues are and how the issues will affect them. 

The most logical solution for this problem is to 
change the legalese of the ballot at the polls but a 
preview ballot would allow voters to review the 
ballot before making a decision. V.A.D.

Adoption has become a 
popular topic lately after the in- 
cident in New York, which left 
a six-year-old g«H dead after her 
adoptive father had beaten her. 

The month of November was 
also designated by Governor 
Gerald L: Baliles as Adoption 
Month. 

As of September 30, the Vir- 
ginia Department of Social Ser- 
vices reported that 5,874 
children in Virginia were living 
in foster care, and 689 of those 
children were legally free for 
adoption. During the last fiscal 
year only 370 Virginia children 
were adopted.

Most childless couples are 
looking for healthy infants, but 
very few healthy infants are 
available. 

A Virginia Beach couple took 
another alternative to find in- 
fants to adopt. The couple has 
placed classified ads to adopt 
children. They have adopted 
two newborn children already, 
who are now six and three- 
years-old. 

Yes, it is legal. The couple 
called the legal office in Rich- 
mond. The legal office told 
them that there are not any laws 
agaitist it although it is very im- 
portant to stipulate in the ad 
that they want to legally adopt a 
child. The couple pays for 
hospital and attorney fees. 

The couple are the first in 
Virginia Beach to adopt 
through classified ads. 

The first time they adopted 
they had received eight phone 
calls from pregnant women 
who wanted to give their baby 
up for adoption. They met with 
one girl and decided that she 
bore a close resemblance to 
the would-be adoptive mother. 
They adopted her child. 

A few years later, the couple 
decided to adopt again and ran 
another classified ad. This time 
they received 13 phone calls 
from pregnant women. They 
screened each one and came up 
with one that looked identical 
to the would be adoptive 
mother. 

The couple made it very clear 
to each woman from whom 
they adopted that they will 
never be able to visit or see the 
baby again. The children will 
never see their real parents or 
according to the couple's 
wishes, the children will never 
even know that they were adop- 
ted. 

Classified adoptions could be 
an alternative for childless 
couples who want to cut out the 
middle man. Most childless 
couples have been waiting 
patiently for one of the few 
newborns that are available 
through Social Services or other 
adoption agencies. 

Gayle Simons, supervisor of 
Foster Care and Adoption at 
Social Services in Virginia 
Beach, said that she doesn't 
think that adopting through 
classifieds is a good idea. She 
said that agencies have 
safeguards and it is also more 
legal. 

"We go through pains to 
make sure the adoptive parents 
are thoroughly screened and 
will make effective parents," 
Simons said. 

The story that the adoptive 
mother told me about the two 
children that she has adopts 
through classified ads was very 
heartwarming. The couple 
seems very happy with the 
children that they have adopted 
and are seeking a third child to 
adopt. This time they are 
looking for an older child: A 
white boy from age seven to 10.

We 
spend $930 per pupil in local fun- 
ds, while a similar district, 
Chesterfield County, pays 
$1,3S8. Our neighbors, 
Chesapeake and Norfolk, spend 
SI, 171 and $1,613 respectively. 
Falls Church annually invests 
$4,3% in the education of each of 
their children. 

At the October School Board 
meeting School Board member 
Gerald Gibbs has asked how long 
can we go on spending 90^ of 
the average on our students and 
continue expecting a top quality 
education. His question is a good 
one. 

Out of the 132 reporting 
districts, Virginia Beach ranks 
33rd in dropout rate. Virginia 
Beach has a S. 4 percent dropout 
rate, while Falls Church has only 
a 1.3 percent rate. Chesapeake's 
rate is 3.8 percent, and Chester- 
field's is 3.5 percent. Norfolk's is 
9.7 percent, the worst in the state. 

Dr. Melvin's willingness t6 in- 
creasing our system's commit- 
ment to alternative education 
should have an impact on our 
alarming dropout rate.

There is a growing 
body of research which shows 
that large classes have a negative 
impact on education in the lower 
grades. Teachers intuitively know 
that large classes are hard to 
teach well, and now the research 
is beginning to prove it. For the 
sake of our children, we must ad- 
dress the class-size problem. I 
hope that more and more parents 
will assertively request that we 
not crowd their kids. 

Virginia's Educational 
Disparities is but one example of 
the research provided by the 
Virginia Education Association. 
It is a valuable research tool for 
those who work to improve our 
schools. A fair review of the 
statistics provided in this report 
can lead only to the conclusion 
that we must increase our local 
commitment to education.

To meet additional state man- 
dates, nine additional remedial 
teachers will be required for each 
1,000 students who fail to make 
appropriate scores on standar- 
dized tests. 

Dr. Melvin emphasized the 
need to address the problem of 
"at risk" students who "have 
generated concern ... by the 
public ... by Board members^ 
and by city council." 

He said the board is working 
with the city to establish a pilot 
program to address the needs of 
"latchkey" children which 
should help the "at risk" 
population. Among the remedies 
are a transition program between 
kindergarten and first grade for 
some students; providing 
teaching assistants in all first 
grade classrooms, providing an 
alternative school for students 
who might be dropouts or who 
otherwise might be forced to 
leave the school system. The costs 
could total from $3 to $6 million. 

The increasing numbers of 
students in special schools are 
taxing the transportation fleet, he 
said, and replacement of special 
education buses would cost from 
$1 to $2 million. 

Melvin added that the local 
schools are behind in the area in 
using computer technology. 

Dr. Melvin said that only 13 
percent of the school board 
operating budget is related to 
non-personnel expenditures 
among which are environmental 
conditioning. Virginia Power 
rates increases and increased con- 
sumption due to extended school 
use, extensive air conditioning 
and opening additional schools 
will drive up the electricity bill, he 
said. 

Removal of all asbestos from 
the schools will total from $3 to 
$5 million over a period of years. 



As for revenue. Federal 
education appears to have sur- 
vived budget cuts for Fiscal Year 
89. Revenue from the one percent 
state sales tax returned to 
localities for education should in- 
crease *by approxirnately $3 
million next year. 

Dr. Melvin said that State 
revenues should increase substan- 
tially although the city will not 
know what the actual revenues 
will be until the General Assem- 
bly adjourns in March of 1988. 

Councilman Albert Balko 
asked Melvin about establishing a 
breakfast program for children 
who would otherwise go to 
school hungry. 

Melvin said that he is working 
with Hector Rivera, assistant city 
manager, to share programs with 
the city. He said that "exciting 
things" are being discussed. He 
said that he knows that 
homework makes an impact on 
learning and that latchkey kids 
are a major concern of teachers 
because they do not have time td 
do homework. "1 know many 
come to school hungry and at the 
same time, the- school system 
has to balance what we can af- 
ford to do and afford not to do." 

Vice Mayor Meyera Oberndorf 
suggested that some con- 
sideration be given to a fee for a 
latchkey program. She said that 
she has been approached by mid- 
dle class parents who are more 
than willing to pay a fee. 

Melvin agreed that much of the 
latchkey children are not in the 
lower socio economic area. He 
also cautioned that if the schools 
take on more and more they can 
end up doing nothing for anyb 
ody. He said that he did not want 
to overburden teachers, but that 
Oberndorf's suggestion had some 
real possibilities.

one parcel of land could be sold 
to be used elsewhere where 
development would be more ap- 
propriate. 

He said that the southern end 
of the city has 40,000 to 60,000 
acres of high land, suitable for 
development, but that he did not 
think property owners would 
want to sell the land at farm 
prices. 

Henley said her intention had 
been to find out if Council is 
amenable to considering the sub- 
ject. "If we're going to question 
it and not follow through we may 
as well stop here ..." She said 
the concept has been used in 
other places and has advantages. 
"If we don't pursue the question 
we will never know." 

She said that she did not think 
a study would be wasted money 
because the plan could be 
valuable. 

"We didn't come 

away . . . saying we were going 
to do it today!" Councilman 
Harold Heischober said.

The Boulevard 

64,500 cars a day expected by 1995; 
phase one construction completed

The first official opening of 
Virginia Beach Boulevard was in 
1921, which connected what is 
now Virginia Beach and Norfolk. 
Five hundred cars and 1,500 
people celebrated the opening. 

Today, 32,460 vehicles travel 
Virginia Beach Boulevard daily. 

Recently, Mayor Robert G. 
Jones and other city dignitaries 
gathered at Pembroke Mall to 
celebrate the completed recon- 
struction of phase one of Virginia 
Beach Boulevard. 

The mayor said that by 1995 
the Virginia Department of Tran- 
sportation anticipates that 
boulevard traffic will total 64,500 
cars per day, which is double the 
amount that travels Virginia 
Beach Boulevard today. Phase 
one was built with that traffic 
growth in mind. 

The Capital Improvement 
Program of Virginia Beach 
Boulevard began construction on 
March 12, 1986, by the Williams 
Corporation of Virginia. The 
$17.3 million project runs from 
Witchduck Road to Rosemont 
Road. The urban thoroughfare 
was extended into two 49-foot 
roadways, including four lanes of 
traffic for each direction. The 
new roadway includes curb and 
gutter improvements with double 
left turn lanes and a new bridge 
over Thalia Creek. 

Oral Lambert, Jr., director of 
the Department of Public Works, 
said that the study for the expan- 
sion of Virginia Beach Boulevard 
began in 1972. 

The proposed project cost for 
the construction from Witchduck 
Road to London Bridge was $8 
million in 1 97 1 , the mayor said . 

Phase one has cost the city 
SI7.3 million and phase two is 
expected to cost $18.2 million, 
which should be completed in the 
Fall of 1989. Phase two extends 
from Rosemont Road to Great 
Neck Road and includes a new 
bridge over London Bridge 
Creek. Williams Construction 
has also received the contract for 



phase two. 

Phase three will run from Wit- 
chduck Road to the Norfolk city 
limits. Bids for phase three won't 
be set until January of 1989. 

Mayor Jones said that $100 
million of road projects are 
presently under construction. He 
expects the same riumber to be 
under construction next year. 

"We're meeting the need of the 
people of Virginia Beach with an 
adequate transportation 
system," Jones said. 

John M. Wray, chief engineer 
with the Virginia Department of 
Transportation, has been with 
VDT since 1946. Wray remem- 
bers when Virginia Beach 
Boulevard was called "the road 
to the beach" in the I930's, 40's 
and 50's. 

"The dream road in those 
days became a nightmare," 
Wray said. He then thanked the 
daily commuters for being 
patient with the hardships that 
the construction has caused. 

"It is once again the modern 
urban highway," he said. 

Fred Napolitano, chairman of 
Pembroke Enterprises, Inc., and 
the designer of Pembroke Mall, 
said that he can't believe how 
prosperous and commercialized 
the Pembroke area has become. 

"This (the completion of phase 
one) represents one more step in 
the Pembroke area," Napolitano 
said. 

"See what happens when 
people work together to get 
something accomplished. And 
it's open just before the holiday 
season," he added. 

The Pembroke area, or as 
Napolitano refers to as the cen- 
tral business district, is 
"emerging as a business and 
commercial center of Virginia 
Beach," he said. 

Napolitano said that this is one 
of seven road improvements, 
which equals $120 million 
program to finance. 

"The central business district is 
a sound investment. The city is 
full of hope and promise," he 
said.

Gracetown improvements haven't been done

Residents of Gracetown want 
to know when they are going to 
get the streets, sidewalks, gutters 
and curbs they were supposed to 
get back in 1978. They want to 
know what happened to the 
money. 

Ruble Driver, president of the 
Gracetown Civic League, told 
City Council Monday that money 
was allocated from the Com- 
munity Development funds for 
improvements in Gracetown back 
in 1978, but that the work has not 
been done. He asked for an ac- 
counting of the funds which were 
allocated to Gracetown. 

He also complained about 
swales used for drainage in the 
area which are so large they 
become ditches. 

"We've been starting all over 
too long," he said. 

Councilwoman Barbara 
Henley, trying to shed some light 
on the situation and reading from 
memos, said that a plan for 
Gracetown was developed in 
1981. When it was presented to 



the property owners, they rejec- 
ted the plan because only one ac- 
cess was provided where they 
wanted two. 

In fact. Henley said. Coun- 
cilman John Perry, then a mem- 
ber of the Citizens Advisory 
Committee, made the motion to 
reject the pl«i until a second ac- 
cess was provided. 

The engine^s and consultants 
explained that -the streets there 
would be adequate but the 
residents were adamant. Henley 
said. 

A delay in the plans, Henley 
said, inflated the costs so that the 
money available was no longer 
sufficient for the project. 

Now. she said, a third access 
has been put in the plans by 
residents. That access was not 
mentioned in the studies, Henley 
remarked. "How did it get in the 
project?" The money which went 
there, she said, could have taken 
care of piping the ditches which 
also is being requested by the 
residents. 

Herman Wilder, another 
resident, said the community did 
not ask for cul de sacs which it 



got and did not want. Ben 
Moore, former director of Com- 
munity Development for the city, 
however, said "we take what we 
got or get nothing." 

Donald Wright said that city 
officials "trick us many times." 
He said Moore was one of the fir- 
st. "They present beautiful 
things, but from the begin- 
ning," he said, "we rejected cul 
de sacs." The residents wanted 
another access. He said that no 
one in the city showed them a dit- 
ch. "We would have rejected 
that. They are a hazard." He said 
that Maryann Ustick, Com- 
munity Development director, 
and other city employees are 
doing what they think or what 
you tell them to do. "The em- 
ployees do work for you," he 
said, but "I do wish they would 
work for the community also." 

Joseph Lee, another resident, 
said that the residents have been a 
little mixed up. "Our engineers 
mixed us up lately." He said that 
his yard has been reduced by the 
drainage work and "I'm angry 
about it." 



Mayor Robert G. Jones asked 
City Manager Aubrey V. Watts 
Jr. to compile a chronology of 
events regarding Gracetown 
along with an accounting of the 
monies. 

Wright s'aid that that won't be 
a problem since each time city of- 
ficials came to Gracetown Civic 
League, they recorded the 
proceeds. 

Vice Mayor Meyera Oberndorf 
said strong words had been used 
such as "swindled and purposely 
tricked." 

As for piping the entire 
project, Oberndorf said that 
engineers said the work had to be 
finished as it was planned. She 
also suggested that swales be 
called something else since they 
had acquired an unpopular 
connotation. "I'm distressed that 
this type of situation has come to 
fruition." She also asked that 
building speculators, as opposed 
to the community's residents, be 
required to pay their fair share of 
the improvements. 

Perry said that is already being 
done.

Council votes to defer aging housing stock

A proposed ordinance 
designed to combat deterioration 
in the city's aging housing stock 
has run into opposition from 
private house inspectors and the 
Tidewater Board of Realtors. 

City Council Monday decided 
by a vote of ten to defer con- 
sideration of the ordinance until 
Council Ifas a workshop to delve 
more deeply into the 
ramifications of the ordinance. 

The private inspection com- 
panies maintained that the or- 
dinance would give buyers a false 
sense of security in that they 



wuuiu iiiuiK tiiai the issuance of a 
certificate of CNXupancy from the 
Inspections Department would 
mean that nothing was wrong 
wiin iiie iiuuMi. 

Kenneth L. Huff, president of 
the Tidewater Board of Realtors, 
said the ordinance would be an 
intrusion into home ownership 
rights and also would be costly to 
the city and to the home owners 
who are skiing their property. 

The ordinance would require 
dty inspections of homes over ten 
years old before certificates of 
occupancy are issued to new 
buyers of the property. 
Violations of the ordinance 
would be misdemeanors with a 



maximum Si ,000 fine. 

Opponents of the ordinance 
also maintained that the ordinan- 
ce would not be addressing the 
area where deterioration is most 
likely to occur, in rental housing. 

The staff pointed out that the 
city has little or no means by 
which most of the city's housing 
standards can be enforced. At 
present city inspectors inspect 
new construction before issuing a 
certificate of occupancy. 

The ordinance makes a number 
of exemptions such as homes 
conveyed to a member of the 
immediate family and multiple- 
family dwellings consisting of

A program which would have 
housed the temporarily homeless 
was defeated in the interest of 
maintaining the stability of a 
residential neighborhood. 

The Virginia Brach Christian 
Outreach Group Monday lost its 
bid for a conditional use permit 
for a group home at 1477 
Virginia Beach Boulevard, 
Oceana Gardens, by a vote of 9-1 
with Councilman Robert Fentress 
dissenting. Mayor Robert G. 
Jones was absent. 

Albert Balko, councilman 
from the Lynnhaven Borough 
where the property is located, 
said that in hind sight, the ap- 
plicant should have solicited 
comments from the Planning 
Department and the Social Ser- 
vices Bureau. 

At an earlier work session. 
Council members had asked why 
the application was expedited. 
That is, it was heard by City 
Council only one week after the 
Planning Commission considered 
the application and recommen- 
ded approval by a vote of 1 1 . 

Balko said that former City 
Manager Thomas H. Muehlen- 
beck had called him to ask 
whether he had any objections to 
expediting the application. Balko 



said h« did not, but said tliai t»o- 
viously the procedure was too 
fast. 

He said he had heard charges 
and counter charges from both 
sides. Over 20 persons were 
present to support the application 
and over 40 to oppose it. ^ 

He said that many elderly 
people have homes in the neigh- 
borhood but he had been hearing 
that the area is one in transition. 
He said he had received many 
calls from persons opposing the 
application, and that he had a 
concern about the conflicting in- 
formation provided by the ap- 
plicants. 

He said that Council turned 
down a day care center across the 
street to maintain the stability of 
the neighborhood and wonderec^ 
whether Council would appiroV|' 
the permit for an organtj 
that wasn't a church, 
to look at it as a Ijl 
problem," Balko said.

Thirty churches are members 
of the Outreach organization 
which planned to remodel and 
enlarge the home on the 26,761 
square-foot lot and to operate the 
facility on an annual budget of

The permit was for one year af- 
ter which time it would be 
reevaluated. 

The maximum number of 
residents permitted at the home 
would be 17. However, the num- 
ber would be lower until accom- 
modations were expanded. 

Joseph Canada, attorney, for 
the group, said that the public is 
misinformed, that the group was 
asking only for a home for 17. 
persons, not a program for 
feeding 40 persons and not for 
food storage. 

He said the home will have a 
full-time director and a part-time 
director, and the purpose is not 
to attract panhandlers, but to 
house persons referred through 
proper channels and screened 
before admission. 
\ Persons would be allowed to 
,* remain from four to 30 days, 
provided they get a job. Canada 
^d that .the group has been 
.t||working'on the project for two

Richard H. Powell, president 
of Christian Outreach, said that 
the group has no paid employees, 
including Canada, but intended 
to hire a qualified director.

"Sitting here, there is 
nothing you can do, your hands 
are tied, Harrison said. "I 
know I can't do it myself. We 
need to let prople know that we 
need help, we have to let the 
OToununity know. Usually, it 
WHrks." 

ae refers to the 
Hianksgiving when last minute 
donors calM in to help feed 
needy famili^ that may have 
otherwise gone without. 

"It was like a miracle hap- 
pened," she said. "All oi^r^n- 
vm were taken care of. 1 was 
tir^ but full of life, i feel the 
ume thing is going to happoi 
Oiristroas Eve, although it 
k>oks hmd now," she said. 

"Usually the phone rings off 
the hook.

Harrison placed two families 
while the reporter was there. 
Two out of 500 needy families. 

"I always felt a call to work 
with the needy," Harrison said. 

"How can you pick who 
gets the next basket?" 
Harrison said as she thumbs 
through one of the many 
flies on her desk. Inside the 
fil&i are the names of 500 
families who may be 
without food this holiday 
season. 

She became actively involved 
with helping f«d the nwdy 12 
y^rs ago when she and a frioid 
would store (^nn^ g^Kis in a 
spare room at her friend's 
house and then make deliveries 
to ne^y families. 

Harrison then became a 



volunteer for the Holy Spirit 
Catholic Church on Lynnhaven 
Parkway. She was the chairman 
of the social ministry. 

Harrison's job as chairman 
made her responsible for five 
committees at the church: 
Christian Outre»:h, which fed 
p«)ple at the Fire Escape; a 
group which visits men and 
women in jail; a right to life 
group; Respite [^ycare, a 
program for "children at risk"; 
and a committee which supplies 
food to the needy. 

Harrison was also an 
usistant manager at a retail 
store for six years. When she 
discovered the holiday coor- 
dinator position open at Social 
Services she resigned her retail 
position Sept. 30 and iMgan 
working at the department on 
Oct. I, 

Harrison is the mother of five 
children. She was born in Jersey 



City, N.J. , and came to 
Virginia Beach after she 
married. Her husband was in 
the Navy and was transferred to 
Virginia Beach. She has been a 
Beach resident for 28 years. 

"It's getting late, pet^ile are 
getting involved with thdr own 
home situations and don't have 
oiough time to get involved," 
she said. 

"I have to think positive 
because we don 't have too 
much time. Sev» hundred fifty 
are taken me of; a portitm 
knows, a portion doesn't realize 
the OMd," she said. 

Harrison also said that 71 
churches in Virginia Beach hdp 
fe«l the nMdy. The churches 
rotate evoy fv>tt wMks and take 
«iCT^w^ in b^K^ei. 

"If I ydl loud oiuugh this 
will be taken care of by Christ- 
mas. You just do the best you 
can," she said.

Lets cl^n up Virginia Beach 

An ordinance recentla||dopte44inarfth?ously by 
city council will clean u^he^i|y»^ Neighborhoods. 

A six month jail sej^n{# ^^ fine of $500 or 
both will be imposed forowiirt #r »trashy yard. 

The city's regulation, on accumulations of gar- 
bage and the excessive growth of grass, weeds or 
enish, IS possible because of the 1987 General 
Assembly legislation that broadened the city's 
authority. 



The ordinance will clean up the city. One per- 
son's trash will not become another person's 
eyesore. , 

The new law, which changed from a class four 
misdemeanor with a maximum fine of $100 to a 
class two misdemeanor, allows housing inspectors 
to serve notice of violations, although notice by 
certified or registered mail is still permitted. 

The ordinance also allows the city to have the 
violation corrected and to bill the person respon- 
sible for the costs. If it is not paid the cost will then 
become a lien on the property and may be collected 
as delinquent taxes are collected. 

The ordinance will clean up the city. One per- 
son's trash will not become another person's 
eyesore. It will clean up Virginia Beach's neigh- 
borhoods and limit the number of fire and health 
hazards that a person's trash could create. 

The more stringent fines and the terms of the 
new law will make people become more aware of 
what they will bfe facing if they want to keep trash 
^ cluttered in their yard. 

I Keeping the city clean should be a priority of all 
I the citizens of Virginia Beach. A clean city reflects 
I upon the people. So let's try to keep Virginia Beach

; The Virginia Beach Toll Road is this month 

"celebrating its 20th birthday. 

: The expressway opened in December of 1 967 and was 

expected to carry 10 million vehicles by 1975. The ex- 
■pressway reached that number of vehicles the following 

year and by 1975 the number of vehicles that traveled 

the Virginia Beach - Norfolk expressway reached 23 
■million. 

The toll road has been widened to 10 lanes with a pair 
vof High Occupancy Vehicle lanes. In 1986, over 50 

million vehicles traveled the expressway. 
• In the future, most of the improvements on the toll 
Toad will involve exits and entrances. The most im- 
"mediate improvements are aimed at the Witchduck 
■Road exits.

^ Two additional toll J^ojftj^, will "be added to the cast- 
f bound side and one morittoll machine is expected for 
^the westbound side. Also being considered is a separate 
?southbound exit on Witchduck for eastbound 
'motorists. Presently, one exit and one traffic light han- 
jdle both south and northbound traffic o«i Witchduck. 

Other improvements to help congestion problems will 
.include a planned Baxter Road flyover at Independence 
Boulevard exit. Independence Boulevard will also be 
widened under the toll road. 

Widening the toll road any further for additional 
traffic is virtually impossible because it would require 
purchasing land in which houses and families arc 
presently situated. 

In the next few years the city hopes to connect the 
toll road with a Southeastern Expressway which will 
link Virginia Beach and Chesapeake. 

When the Virginia Beach — Norfolk expressway 
was built it was designated to be a toll road temporarily 
until the bonds were paid and then the lolls -would be lif- 
ted. Some legislators and transportation officials are 
thinking of keeping the tolls to reduce the cost of the 
Southeastern Expressway. Other officials hope to 
eliminate the toll plaza in the middle of the expressway 
for easier traffic flow. 

The debate will cause about as much controversy as 
the HOV lanes. The battle of the toll road will most 
likely continue for the next 20 years. 

What is in store for the toll road In the next 20 years is 
unknown but if Virginia Beach keeps growing at the rate 
it has been it is certain that more problems will 
arise.

When I was nearing 
adolescence and was overly 
concerned with how I looked to 
other people, I was presented 
with a strange dilemma. 
My best friend was a dwarf.* 
Robbie Weinstcin was 4*10" 
tall and he will always be 4*10" 
tall. His entire family was under 
5'3". His father. Harry Wein- 
stein, was the tallest of the flve- 
member Weinstein clan. His lit- 
tle brother Paul will never 
achieve five feet, and his 
younger sister Nancy, was tiny 
as well. 

I haven't spoken to Robbie in 
nearly six years, but something 
that happened to me the other 
day reminded me of him. I was 
reading the results of the elec- 
tion of officers from a local 
high school, and it brought 
back vivid memories of my own 
high school experience, an ex- 
perience in which Robbie 
played a pretty important part. 
When we were 13, Robbie 
and I played basketball every 
day, rain or shine, snow or 
sleet. He loved the game despite 
his height. Robbie could sink a 
basket from anywhere on the 



court - his grotesquely muscular 
arms heaving the ball forward 
with incredible force and ac- 
curacy. 

Of course I had the height 
and could dominate Robbie in a 
one-on-one, yet, when he got 
tired of being beat he steeled 
himself, and could bury up to 
ten in a row without letting me 
even touch the ball. His 
shooting ability was unmat- 
ched. 

Robbie could sink a 
basket from anywhere on 
the court — his 
grotesquely muscular ar- 
ms heaving the ball for- 
ward with incredible force 
and accuracy. 

Walking through the halls of 
our high school, Robbie was 
subjected to the inevitable in- 
sults of his peers. "Hey 
weenie," they would call out to 
him, "how's the air down 
there." 

But Robbie had the inner 
strength that makes all social 
outcasts tough. He would look 
up at me and shrug - undaunted 



by the cruelty of those around 
him. 

The episode I remember most 
clearly occured during the win- 
ter of our ninth grade year. 
Basketball tryouts were the 
following week, and Robbie 
and I were fervently practicing - 
the junior varsity squad was a 
goal for me, a dream for Rob- 
bie. 

A huge snowstorm swept in 
off the Atlantic that same week. 
Boston was completely 
the snow from our neighbors'; 
theast wind would relocate 
snow piles that we had just 
shoveled. In between removing 
the snow from our neighbors' 
driveways, (for a certain fee of 
course) Robbie and I would" 
trudge through the cold to the 
gym. 

Saturday of that week, the 
gym was inexplicably closed. 
Unfazed by the \veather, Rob- 
bie and I shoveled out our 
neighborhood court, strapped 
on our leg weights, and prac- 
ticed lay-ups in the small circle 
that we had cleared. 

Then, straight out of our 
fondest teenage dreams, Mr. 
Gorman drove by the court.

For the next several weeks, it 
will be crucial that fire safety be 
on everyone's mind. Christmas 
trees and decorative lights are 
beautiful but one must use ex- 
treme caution with these items. 

The Christmas tree you pur- 
chased for your living room was 
already several days to a week 
dead. It must be cut down in the 
forest, removed to a truck and 
shipped to a tree lot to be sold to 
the consumer. The tree can be 
checked for freshness by tapping 
the tree lightly on the ground. If 
many needles fall off, the tree is 
too dry. Fresh needles will bend 
between your fingers and won't 
break. 

Cut the triink on a diagonal cut 



one to two inches above the 
original cut and keep water filled 
to that line. Do not phce the tree 
near the fireplace and only 
illuminate the tree with lights 
when you are in the room. 

Christmas light sets must be in- 
spected by the hom^*<»wner before 
you use them. Check the sockets 
for cracked bases and broken 
bulbs. Also check for the wiring 
into the socket to ascertain if it 
has pulled out from the base. Do 
not use the set if it is defective. 
Do not place electrical light sets 
on metal Christmas trees. Can- 
dles placed in windows must be 
inspected too. Don't allow the 
candles to brush up against the 
curtains. 

Inspect all extention cords 
before using for frayed or 
cracked insulation. Only pur- 
chase UL approved decorations 
and unplug all lights if you leave 
the home or go to bed.

Councilwoman Reba Mc- 
Clanan said that Norfolk insptxts 
rental property which is in more 
need of inspections than single- 
family homes for sale. 

She also said that the program 
would be expensive for the city, 
that older houses may not be 
built to code and "we may have 
an irate public." Dowdy said that 
during the past year, his company 
made 1600 inspections. His com- 
pany, he said, does not give 
guarantees or warranties. 

Greg Otilotte, president of 
Home Chek, said that "while dif- 
ferences exist in inspections by 
the private companies, they fall 
within a certain range, but that 
the city's inspection is entirely 
different. 

The private inspectors said that 
the cifv inipertinn"! are more con- 
cerned with cosmetic factOTS, 
how the home fits into the com- 
munity. 

Gillotte said that the city 
misses the mark by not foctiing 
on the property more in need of 
inspections, rental property. 
Property for owner-occupied 
property will be better main- 
tained, he said. 

He also said the inspections 
department will have more work 
than it can deal with. He asked 
that the city give the industry a 
chance rather than substitute 
"what you have to offer for what 
we have to offer." 

Vice Mayor Meyera Oberndorf 
observed that the companies had 
not been put out of business in 
other cities by some sort of 
government concern for the con- 
sumer. "Virginia Beach is not 
doing something revolutionary!" 
Huff said the Board is opposed 
to the ordinance on both 
philosophical and economic 
grounds. He said the board is an 
advocate of home owners' rights. 
He said 60 percent of Virginia 
Beach residents own their own 
homes and havjp the right of oc- 
cupancy without the menace of 
government interferetjce. 

He said that if this is the 
solution to deteriorating housing 
stock. It the solution 1^ so easy, it 
would be used universally. 

He said that less than ten per- 
cent of the housing needs inspec- 
tions. "Why should the other 90 
percent be subjected?"

He said the problem should be 
left to the market place which is 
tt\e best keeper of the city's 
housing stock. If inspections 
were the solution, he .said, 
"Would New York City have 
slums? We could solve all the 
problems of the world!" 

City Manager Aubrey V. Watts 
Jr. said that charges would 
generate revenues for the 
program. He said he didn't think 
"anyone on the staff intended the 
ordinance to be in conflict with 
private inspections (but) as filling 
a gap to help identity various 
types of purchaser-related 
issues." 

McClanan said the additional 
inspectors were needed to cover 
other needs.

Kempsville Borough Coim- 
cilman John D. Moss 
nominated John Balchunis to 
the seat although he antidj^ted 
in his remarks that Reid would 
win.

Moss said the "Kempsville

Moss said the Reid was not 
the people's choice but the 
choice of special interests who 
want to stall voters' decision for 
a new direction on growth. 

He said the city will continue 
to redirect its course to a more 
positive future with or without 
Reid, but "how much will not 
be accomplished because of the 
absence of a positive force 
representing Kempsville?" 

Moss referred to Reid's 
record on the Planning Com- 
mission with such references as 
doubling the density of Glen- 
wood. 

He also referred to the 1M6 
council election when voters 
elected controlled growth ad- 
vocates to council. 



"The appointment of Mr.

Councilman Harold 
Hdscbobfi' ncmiinated Rdd for 
tUpficmiUlM atta DavM J.

Balchunis is a retired Army 
officer who regularly attends 
City Coundl meetings.

Fentress and John Perry, and 
Mayor Robot G. Jones. Voting 
for BalcHunis were Councilman 
Moss, anid Councilwomra Nan- 
cy Parker, Reba McOanan, 
Barbara Henley and Vice 
Mayor Meyera Obemdorf . 

Parker said that the Planning

Fire captain is money in the bank 

Armed with only a sewing machine, Captain Keith F. White has 
saved the Viq^nia Beach Fire Department approximately $43,000 
Using the machine he repairs torn tamont coats and pants in addition 
to creating rope bap, nozzle covers and even shower curtains for the 
fire stations. 

The idea came to him in 19tl after he realized how much money it 
was costing to replace torn gear. He originally approached a shoemaker 
to do the repaire but was told the material was tAO tough on the sewing 
machines. 

White believes that Virginia Beach may be the only fire department 
that provides this type of service. "There's a departmoit in Texas that 
pays a person overtime to come in and sew the gear," he said, "but I do 
repairs in addition to my other duties for no extra compensatioB." 

White rwently received a Medal of Merit at the Virginia Beach Fire 
Department's annual Service Awards Program. According to Chief 
Donna Brehm, "Keith may not be the one bending over the sewing 
machine In the years to come but the program will always be his legacy

In 1983-86, Virginia Beach 
averaged 38.5 instructional per- 
sonnel positions per 1,000 
students. The state average was 
67.2. I know the teachers in 
Virginia Beach are top shelf, but 
increasing productivity or 
lowering costs by maintaining 
crowded classrooms is not fair to 
teachers and c^rives children of 
being all that they can be. This is 
especially true for children "at 
risk," children who are slow 
learners, and children who are 
having a hard time making it in 
school. * 

Several VBEA members just 
returned from a Virginia 
Education Association instruc- 
tional conference where one 
research presentation documen- 
ted the distinct and irrefutable 
evidence that smaller classes im- 
prove achievement, especially for 
"at risk" children. 

The state of Tennessee is con- 



ducting a massive class size study 
and already the results show what 
teachers, students, and parents 
instinctively know. If you lower 
class size, students do better in 
school academically, socially, 
and emotionally. The research 
also indicates that this is 
especially true in grades K-3. 

What is the first step in 
lowering class size in a. growing 
city that can't seem to build 
schools fast enough to keep up 
with increasing student 
enrollment each year? I submit 
that we have to set clear class size 
goals as a community and then 
bite the bullet and start moving 
toward those goals. 

I think the members of VBEA 
are ready to make class size a 
major political issue in Virginia 
Beach. I hope that other com- 
munity members that want our 
schools to continue to improve, 
will also start talking "down" 
class size as well.

Meaning Of Christmas Transcends Time 
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One of the easiest of all 
imaginative exercises is to paint 
a picture of a "greeting card" 
Chrisltnas. 

The first ingredient is snow, 
f blanketing rolling hills, 
' preferably, and gracefully 
draping the boughs of trees, 
usually evergreens. The sun 
shines, of course, but on a scene 
sculpted out of the elements of 
winter. 

Then, moving indoors, there 
arc roaring fires, festoons of 
evergreens around doorways 
and along banisters, cups of 
steaming wassail or hot toddies, 
as everyone gathers around that 
grandest evergreen of all, the 
Christmas tree, with its ropes of 
cranberries and popcorn, its 
glittering lights and its myriad 
of ornaments. 

However, turn the world up- 
side down, for a moment, and 
travel to southern climes, where 
snow is replaced by an oc- 
casional tropical shower, and 
evergreens by palm trees. 

Yet, Christmas it still is, 
because of the spirit which per- 
vades the season. 

In Australia, and the rest of 
the southern hemisphere, 
Christmas occurs not in winter, 
but during the sultry summer 
months, which means that the 
events which make up Christ- 
mas Day are likely to shape up 
somewhat differently. 

Christmas dinner is likely to 
be a picnic and, rather than 
dressing up in layers of finery, 
Australians are as likely to be 
wearing bathing suits on 
Christmas Day, at least after 
church services are over. 



,^y at Christmas 
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Many of the Australian 
Christmas customs have roots 
in the Yulctidc celebrations of 
Britain ... but with a dif- 
ference. 

The weather decrees that the 
pleasures of winter — which 
for so many of us are 
synonymous with the 
celebration of Christmas — be 
foregone. 

Hence, there are no Yule 
logs, no sleigh rides, no rein- 
deer. Instead, there are the 
Christmas bell and the Christ- 
mas bush, enjoyed, of course, 
with that same sense of com- 
munity and family feeling 
which characterizes Christmas 
celebrations around the world. 

In many Latin countries, too, 
the scene is different from what 
we imagine. It's not simply that 
the seasons are reversed; rather, 
in many they do not experience 
winter, as we know it, at ail. 

Generally, Christmas 
celebrations reflect the local 
climate as well as the local 
culture. 

The celebrations occurring 
on the island of Jamaica, for 
instance, are colorful and per- 
fectly characteristic of that 
island's heritage, a fa.scinating 
blend of European and African 
traditions. 

On that island, bands of 
roving entertainers, the 
Jankannus, have set the stage 
for Christmas festivities for 
almost 200 years, combining 
evocative dancing with 
mysterious, mesmerizing music. 

The singers, dancers and 
musicians usually are brightly 
attired, and the faces of many 



are hidden by fearsome masks. 

One of the central figures in 
these performances is John 
Canoe who, masked and 
bewigged, wears an enormous 
and elaborate headpiece which 
depicts a boat teeming with 
dolls representing individuals 
typical of Jamaican life, among 
them plantation workers and 
military men. 

In Chile, the warmth of the 
climate creates a significant in- 
convenience for . Viejo 
Pascuero, the joUy old gent 
who distributes presents and 
whose mien and behavior 
strongly resemble Santa's. 

Because chimneys, where 
they exist, are of minimal 
proportions. Viejo Pascuero is 
unable to fit in them. His 
solution? To climb in a win- 
dow, which provides the same 
results, although less colorfully. 

In Brazil, boat rides and pic- 
nics are the order of the day on 
Christmas, and fireworks are a 
popular form of entertainment. 

Some European customs are 
observed in Brazil: Among 
them is the .setting up of the 
Nativity scene, in Brazil called a 
pesebre. as well as a Christmas 
tree, though in Brazil this is 
adorned with glimmering can- 
dles. 

On Christmas Eve, Midnight 
Mass is followed by a festive 
supper, and on Christmas mor- 
ning, the children of each 
household open their gifts, left 
by Papa Noel in shoes which 
they had left out the night, 
before, as well as hidden about 
the house for them to find. 

And, red and green are the 
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colors of the season in Brazil, 
just as in so many other, colder 
countries; however, it is not 
holly but eucalyptus and red 
tropical flowers which provide 
the brightness. 

In Costa Rica, too, tropical 
flowers in a myriad of brilliant 
hues are a central part of 
Christmas decorating. 

Because the country's jungle 
areas are rich in exquisite or- 
chids, people make trips to pick 
their own, in the same way as 
many Americans head to the 
forests to cut down their own 
Christmas trees. 

Costa Ricans use the armfuls 
of fiowers they have culled to 
embellish the manger scene, 

which is called iportal. 

And, they form wreaths from 
available greenery — in their 
ca.se, cypress boughs ornamen- 
ted with red coffee berries. 

In Ecuador, mountain In- 
dians, garbed in finery, mount 
Uamas on Guistmas Day, and 
ride down to the ranches where 
they work, carrying with them

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Christmas Toasts From Around The World 



Around the world, Christmas 
is celebrated joyously. 
Festivities are planned at which 
family and friends gather 
together to share the holiday 
spirit — and, often, to raise a 
toast to each other, as they have 
for centuries past. 

ihc spirii> oi Lhrisi 
mas — those festive beverages 
which are served-traditionally 
during the holiday 

season — are many and 
varied. Some are mulled and 
spiced, to entrance the palate 
and warm cold bodies. 

Eggnog, which can be served 
either hot or chilled, is perhaps 
the most famous of all 
Christmas drinks. It is a 
descendant of the old English 
Sack Posset. 

Fragrant with grated nutmeg, 
it is a sweetened mixture of 
sherry (once known as "sack") 
with milk or cream, which has 
been further enriched by the 
addition of eggs. 

Wassail, another perennial 
British favorite, was served 
warm to carolers (singing, it is 
to be presumed, "Here we 
come a wassailing"), who 
roamed from house to house 
(often quite long distances in 
the age of isolated manors and 
farmhouses), in anticipation of 
being greeted with brimming 
Wassail cups. 

The classic beverage for 
drinking toasts with. Wassail 
literally means "be well" or 
"be whole." 

Often, toasted bread was put 
on top of the Wassail as a 
floating garnish (perhaps where 
the other meaning of the word 
"toast" originated?). 

With toast on top, the 
spirited beverage which resulted 
was nicknamed Lamb's Wool, 
because of its appearance. 

Among the other ingredients 
of both traditional Wassail and 
Lamb's Wool are ale, sugar, 
cinnamon and roasted apples, 
though additional spices were 
often used. 

Athole Brose hails from 
Scotland. A concoction of 
Scotch whiskey, honey, cream 



and oatmeal water, it is 
customarily served to toast in 
the New Year, known to the 
Scots as "Hogmanay." 

Maican Atok, a distant 
relative of Athole Brose, sub- 
stitutes cornmeal for the oat- 
meal — and eschews alcohol 
in favor of the tantalizing 
flavors of cinnamon and 
chocolate, especially seductive 
in combination. 

Atole is served in Meuco 
throughout the holiday season, 
and is a standard accom- 
paniment to King's Cake, the 
centerpiece of the Epiphany 
table. 

Ghgg, a Swedish treat, stan- 
ds out for a special 
reason — in many recipes for 
it, the liqueur which is added 
(traditionally though not ex- 
clusively aquavit) is often 
ignited before serving, usually 
as part of a New Year's 
festivity, typical not only of 
Sweden, but of Scandinavia as 
a whole, and Germany as well. 

Below are recipes for some of 
these time-tested Christmas 
beverages. Try one or 
more — and continue a long- 
standing tradition, while 
establishing a new tradition of 



your own! Here's to you and 
yours! 

The following two recipes, 
for Holiday Eggnog and 
Wassail, are reproduced from 
John Clancy's Christmas 
Cookbook (Hearst Books). 
From Mimi Sheraton's classic 
compendium of Yuletide 
Ttdpea, Visions of Sugarplums 
(Harper & Row) come the 
recipes for Athole Brose and 
Mexican Atole. And, finally 
from Classic Scandinavian 
Cooking (Charles Scribner's 
Sons) by Nika Hazelton, is 
culled the recipe for Swedish 
Glogg. 

HOLIDAY EGGNOG 

Yield: iApproximatcly 2 quarts 

8 egg whites 
V4 cup sugar 
8 egg yolks 

3 cups heavy cream, chilled 

4 teaspoons superfine sugar 
2V2 cups blended whiskey 

8 ounces Jamaica rum 

1 V2 cups cold milk 

Vi teaspoon freshly grated

2 tablespoons grated lemon rind

A rezoning request which 
would have quintupled the den- 
sity on a 10.5 acre parcel in the 
Lynnhaven Borough was recently 
turned down unanimously by city 
council.

The new wave among the Greater Federation of 
Women's Clubs across the country is saving the ail- 
American brown paper bag. 

The 103-year-old brown bag has been replaced 
by plastic bags, although most supermarkets have 
both and will give customers a brown paper bag if 
they desire. 

Brown bags are biodegradable, recyclable, are 
made from renewable resources and are no harm to 
the environment. 

Women's club members say that landfills are 
filled with plastics that will be there forever and 
waters are being polluted from the petroleum 
products that are in plastic bags. 

Brovfn paper bags are definitely better to 
bring groceries home in, are better for the 
environment and also have a million and 
one extra uses with which plastic bags can't 
compare. 

The environment can't handle any more plastics. 
Tons of plastics are already being dumped into 
oceans, lakes and rivers. 

Marine animals are being killed by plastic bags. 
Marine creatures are ingesting the harmful 
petroleum products and they are also getting 
tangled up inside the plastic bags. 

Studies performed on seal pups, turtles, whales 
and other marine life indicate that they are dying of 
plastic pollution. Although there are federal and 
international laws prohibiting marine dumping of 
many pollutants, none apply to plastics. 

One thing plastic bags may come in handy for is 
rainy days, but the old-fashioned brown paper bag 
has many other benefits. 

Groceries can be bundled in fewer bags which 
won't end up all over the trunk of the car, crush the 
bread and wiU also resist puncturing and tearing. 

Brown paper bags are cost efficient for super- 
mlu-kets and are easier to handle. They speed up the 
process at the checkout since they can stand by 
themselves and are easier for the grocery clerk to 
pack. 

Brown paper bags also have many reusable at- 
tributes for the home. They are easier to fold and 
save for other uses. They make Halloween masks 
and line litter boxes. 

The United Postal Service will even accept 
packages that are wrapped with them and brown 
paper bags are the only matching luggage that some 
people have. 

Brown paper bags are definitely better to bring 
groceries home in, are better for the environment 
and also have a million and one extra uses with 
which plastic bt^ can't compare. 

If you can't fight your way out of a plastic bag 
why even bother using them?

Protection for elderly urged 

According to the Virginia Department of Social 
Services Adult Protective Services Annual Report 
of 1986-87, reports of elderly and handicapped 
adults in need of protection are steadily increasing. 

From July, 1986 to June of 1987, some 5,116 
cases of elderly or handicapped abuse, neglect, and 
exploitation were reported. Nearly one half of these 
were found to be factual reports where a vulnerable 
individual was harmed. 

Many of these reports come from neighbors or 
friends, but anyone who is aware of an elderiy per- 
son being mistreated should come forward with 
their information. 



It is a pathetic person who exploits elderly or 
handicapped individuals to begin with, yet there are 
those who do so. 



State law mandates that all individuals over 60, 
and any individual over 18 who suffers from men- 
tal or physical handicap is entitled to the adult 
protective services that the state provides. If an 
elderly or handicapped adult is unable to fend for 
themwlves and is not receiving the treatment 
require to maintain their physical and mental 
health or has been physically abused, or monetarily 
exploited, then they are extended the aid of the 
state's prottt^ve services. 

Last year in Chesapeake alone there were 215 
cases of adult mistreatment reported. This puts 
Chesapeake in third place among cities with the 
highest incident rate. Portsmouth and Virginia 
Beach wo-e close behind with 109 and 96 cas» 
rwpectively.

Pressure on discounters called price-fixing 



Editor: 

The U.S. Department of 
Justice, with assistance from 
some major corporations, is at- 
tempting to prevent passage of 
legislation that is extremely im- 
portant to consumers throughout 
Virginia who shop at Burlington 
Coat Factory stores and/or at 
other discounters like us. 

A very serious problem is oc- 
curring in the market plac* today. 
Full-priced retailers, fearful of 
competition from discounters, 
are pressuring both manufac- 
tiirers and suppliers either to 
discontinue doing business with 
discounters or to force discoun- 



ters to raise their prices. This ac- 
tivity harms consumers by raising 
prices and limiting the range of 
available goods and services. 

Legislation (S. 430) introduced 
by Senators Metzenbaum (D- 
OH), Orassley (R-IA), DeCdn- 
cini (D-AZ), Rudman (R-NH), 
along with 21 other Democrats 
and Republicans, will do two 
things. First, it will protect the 
consumers' right to shop for 
lower prices. Second, it will also 
ensure that, when there is saf- 
ficient evidence to show that a 
manufacturer cuts off a discoun- 
ter for discounting in response to 
pressure from a full-price 



retailer, the discounter can get a 
legitimate case to a jury. 

The House version of this 
legislation was already passed by 
a unanimous voice vote. You and 
I cannot stand by and allow the 
Justice Department and large 
businesses to interfere with our 
rights. Price-fixing is both anti- 
consumer and anti-business.

There are those who feel the 
new agreement does not go far 
enough, but it is important to 
remember that this document is 
not meant to be the final word 
on cleaning up the bay. Instead, 
it is the start of a long and com- 



plex process. The strategies called 
for in the agreement will be 
tough to formulate. 

Numerous details remain to 
be filled in, and implementation 
of the agreement will generate 
important policy debates. 
Moreover, ongoing "course 
corrections" will be needed to 
reflect new information and

Contel reduces long distance rates 



Continental Telephone of 
Virginia will reduce to Virginia 
Beach customers its basic and 
long distance rates by $3.S 
million, effective Jan. 1, accor- 
ding to Clarence Prestwood, 
president of the Mechanicsville- 
based company. 

The rate reduction is in respon- 
se to a State Corporation Com- 
mission order and applies to 
residential and business 
customers, said Prestwood. 

Customers in larger exchanges 
will get a 20 cents per month 
decrease in their basic local rates 
while customers in smaller ex- 



changes will experience a 10 cenu 
per month decrease. 

The installation charge for new 
residoits will be reduced by 37 
percent, from $49 to $3 1 . 

Contel will also cut its long 
distance charges Si .3 million. 

This is Contel's second rate 
reduction of the year, reducing 
customers' basic monthly rates 
by a total of $1.20 in larger ex- 
changes and $1.10 in smaller ex- 
changes, Prestwood said.

New delayed flight regulations 
have aided travel planners 



Q: I need to leave Virginia 
Beach to take several trips by air- 
plane this winter. Are there some 
new transportation rules that 
assist consumers with travel 
plans? 

A: The federal governmtint has 
just recently passed regulations 
which require airlines to report 
statistics on any delayed flights or 
lost baggage. Any flight which 
arrives 15 or more minutes after 
its published arrival time, in- 
cluding weather delays and can- 
cellations, is counted as late. 
Delays due to mechanical 
problems are not included so that 
no corners will be cut on safety. 

The transportation department 
released in November its first 
monthly report on delayed flights 
and lost luggage. By now, travel 
agents will be able to inform con- 



sumers of which airlines and 
which flights have on-time recor- 
ds by looking at their computers. 
This has affected the types of 
deals offered to passengers. Some 
companies now offer you an op- 
portunity to exchange your 
present ticket for one on their 
own airline, claiming that they 
can guarantee quicker arrivals 
and returns to and from the same 
destination. 

Other consumer services are 
also being adopted. Some airlines 
have developed "truth-in- 
scheduling," which builds more 
time into their published 
schedules. Others have begun to 
shuffle their schedules. This does 
not get you to your destination 
any sooner, but it provides the 
consumer a better idea of when 
they will actually arrive. One 
policy now informs passengers of 



Portable heaters 

Do risk factors outweigh benefits 



Q: My roommates and I share 
a large house in Virginia Beach. 
A lot of the rooms are not in use 
during the winter months. We are 
looking for ways to save on our 
heating bills. Do you recommend 
the use of portable heaters? 

A: Portable heaters may be a 
potential alternative to heating 
limited areas and to minimize 
heating costs when central 
heating is not necessary. 
However, since portable heating 
equipment has been targeted as 
most frequently associated with 
home fires, there are several con- 
siderations and precautions you 
must take when deciding to use a 
portable heater. 

Consumers should never use a 
heater overnight when the entire 
household is asleep. If it must be 
used then, a smoke detector 
should be installed in the same 
room with the heater. Unless 
specifically designed otherwise, it 
should be used only on the floor 
— never on cabinets, tables, fur- 
niture, or to dry clothes or shoes. 
It should also be kept well away 



from children and other traffic, 
as well as from towels and other 
flammable items such as bedding, 
home furniture and drapes. 

When you purchase an electric 
heater, read the label and follow 
all operating and maintenance in- 
structions. There must be a guard 
around the heating element if it is 
an exposed type with a red glow. 
Avoid using an extension cord 
unless absolutely necessary and 
then only one with the thickness 
and wattage required for air con- 
ditioner extension cords and 
which bears the label of an in- 
dependent testing laboratory 
such as U.L. and E.T.L. If the 
cord feels hot, unplug the unit 
and have a qualified appliance 
repairperson check it for 
problems. 

When purchasing a kerosene 
heater, you need to check state 
and local building and fire or- 
dinances to see if their use is per- 
mitted. Select One that has been 
tested and labeled by a nationally 
recognized testing laboratory and 
use only 1-k kerosene, which a 
dealer can certify. Never use 



gasoline in your kerosene heater! 

Individuals with asthma, 
respiratory or heart disease may 
be particularly susceptible to 
gases given off by kerosene 
heaters. Additionally, some 
household members may become 
more susceptible to cold or fiu in- 
fection after prolonged exposure. 

Therefore, do not adjust the 
wick beyond recommended set- 
tings as this may Increase indoor 
air pollution. Never use the 
heater in a completely closed 
room. Always leave a window 
open slightly or leave a door to 
the rest of the house open. Shut 
the heater off if the room 
becomes hot or stuffy. 

Finally, never refill the tank to 
your heater while it is still run- 
ning. Allow it to cool first and 
then refuel it outdoors where it 
should be stored in a properly 
labeled blue container. If a flare- 
up occurs, try to shut down the 
emergency shutoff switch. If you 
are unable to do so, leave the 
house and call the fire depart- 
ment. Do not try to move the 
heater. 



Batteries require some thought 



Q: I have purchased and 
received a lot of gifts which 
require some type of battery in 
order for them to operate. There 
are so many types, brands and 
prices to choose from in Virginia 
Beach stores. Can I rely on adver- 
tisements and brand recommen- 
dations for the bat buy? 

A: In the past ID yeaii, bat- 
tery-owned devices have doubled 
in the United States. This 
represents more than 2.5 million 
consumer dollars spent this year. 

Quite often, consumers tend 
to pick up batteries as an after- 
thought or as a last minute pur- 
chase. This oftep results in 
paying a much higher price and 
even occasionally purchasing the 
wrong type for a particular use. 
Advertisements, coupons, 



rebates and other promotions can 
be very suggestive. Stores often 
place batteries in their checkout 
areas, leaving you little time to 
choose your purchase carefully. 

Therefore, it is your respon- 
sibility to be a well-informed con- 
sumer. The most common bat- 
teries sold in stores include: 
general purpose; heavy duty; 
alkaline; rechargeable; lithium 
and button batteries. Some 
commercials claim that batteries 
tipped in gold, copper or similar 
substances last longer than non- 
tipped brands. But, the actual 
composition of the battery 
determines its durability. 

How often you use your bat- 
tery and the purpose for which it 
is used may affect your purchase 
decision. If you use a particular 



device continuously, you may 
burn out a set of batteries in one 
day. However, If you use another 
deviM only occasionally, it may 
last a year or longer. Generally, 
alkaline batteries last longer than 
heavy duty models and heavy 
duty models last longer than 
general purpose models. 
You should determine your 
battery needs in- advance and 
shop around. Prices often vary 
significantly from store to store. 
If the device is small enough, take 
it with you. In any event, read the 
operating instructions carefully 
before making your purchase. 
Once in the store, take time to 
read the battery labeling infor- 
mation thoroughly. Look for 
batteria that have not b^n sit- 
ting on shelve too long.

alternative flights on other 
airlines when they are experien- 
cing a long delay, and one has 
authorized . its customer service 
representatives to issue meal 
tickets and vouchers when flights 
are delayed or cancelled. Ad- 
ditionally, the dollar value for 
baggage has been raised by 
another company if the claim can 
be settled immediately. 

You should ask airlines if they 
offer any of these services when 
making your reservations and 
when purchasing tickets. Shop 
around, since airlines are con- 
stantly changing discount 
availabilities. If at all possible, 
try to be flexible. Friday after- 
noon or evening departures with 
Sunday returns are the most dif- 
ficult nights to book. Remember, 
January is traditionally the 
cheapest winter month to fly.
